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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding Oran and 
Blattner failing to teach a range of button heights is not persuasive as it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the present invention was made to modify the methods of Oran and Blattner, which operate in mainly the width direction (Oran 
teaches a range of button widths which expand or contract to fit the task bar), to operate in the height direction. Modifying the known 
methods to operate in the height direction yeilds the predictable result of the button constraints including a range of button heights which 
change based on the size of the taskbar onto which the buttons are placed. 

Applicant's argument regarding the combined teachings of Oran and Blattner requiring the taskbar automatically resize regardless of the 
size of the buttons is not persuasive. As both Oran and Blattner disclose toolbars in a Windows operating system environment, the 
application programming interface (API) for both are found in the Windows operating system. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
apply the button transfering method of Blattner using the taskbars of Oran in the way previously disclosed by the examiner, resulting in the 
toolbar remaining the same size while the resizable buttons are moved between toolbars of different size.
